Different kinds of animals should not be 
allowed free run together in the yards 
while taking their needed exercise. Colts 
capering among sheep will chase and 
worry them much to their injury even if 
no serious damage is done. Calves and 
older and larger animals should never be 
allowed their liberty together. Neither 
should oxen and steers be allowed to run 
with the cows. The rougher handling 
from the larger and more active animals, 
frets, worries, and seriously injures the 
cows, and will seriously interfere with the 
flow of milk. Stock need exercise, but it 
is far better that it be given in separate 
yards, or that only one class be turn d out 
at a time.

their construction. Substantial fences are 
wanted in place of the weak, tumble-down 
affairs which cannot safely be depended on 
as a protection against stock. 

The fence described below would cost 
but little here where timber is plenty, and 
would be permanent and reliable. 

The fence is built. with three rails only 
for cattle. The posts should be 7 feet 4 
inches long, set 3 feet in the ground, with 
a piece 15g inches thick nailed across the 
side of the post at the bottom, with two 
heavy nails. The dirt, being tamped down 
upon this piece, will prevent the frost from 
heaving the post out. 

The rails should be 13 feet long, the posts 
set 12 feet 5inches apart from center to 
center—this gives 34g inches of rail beyond 
bolt to prevent splitting. The rails of one 
length of fence are placed on one side ot 
the post and the next length on the other 
side of the same post, and the bolt goes 
through both rails and the post, with the 
nut turned up, holding the rails firmly in 
place. The rails being hung on the side of 
the post, the water all runs off and pre- 
vents the rotting that occurs in an ordinary 
rail fence where the rails cross each other. 
These bolts are 5 16x10 inch carriage bolts, 
costing, by the 1,000 244 cents each, or 9 
cents perrod. It will be seen that it re- 
quires 4 rails to the rod and 1 posts. 
The cost per rod is therefore: Riils, 16 
cents; posts, 16 cents; bolts, 9 cents, and 
labor 20 cents, or 61 cents per rod. The 
writer has built and had in use, for 15 
years, several hundred rods of thix fence, 
and regards the exemption from repairs as 
equal to the cost of the fence during the 
time he has had it in use. The top hole 
for bolt is 4 feet 2 inches above the ground, 
and the holes below 14 inches apart. A 





We give a Scotch drover's remedy for 
relieving choked cattle which has been 
practiced for many years with unfailing 
success. The paragraph may be worth to our 
readers many times the cost of the paper: 
‘Yake a piece of soft wood 2}¢ inches in 
diameter and 6 inches long; bore a small 
hole near each end, through which pass a 
rope. Place the stick in the animal's 
mouth, as a bit, and the rope over the 
head, as a head stall. Any choked bovine 
may be left with the bit in the mouth, with 
perfect safety, and relief will take place in 
afew moments or hours, depending upon 
the time the obstruction has remained in 
the throat; the longer the obstruction has 
remained, the more time required to give 
relief. Cattle becoming bloated from eat- 
ing fresh clover, can be relieved in the same 
manner. 


Now England Agricultural Society. 


The annual meeting of the New England 
Agricultural Society was held in Boston, 
at the rooms of the society, 45 Milk Street, 
on Tuesday of last week, a brief notice of 
which was given in our last iseue. The 
officers of the society are Hon. Geo. B. 
Loring, President, Hon. Daniel Needham, 
Secretary, Hon. Geo. W. Riddle, Treas- 
urer, with one VicePresident and two Trus- 
tees from each of the New England States, 
four of whom retire each year. The busi- 
ness of the meeting seemed to be to choose 
4 Trustees in each State in place of those 
whose term expired. The Trustees elected 
for Maine were Hon. Rufus Prince, Turner, 
G. R. Lancaster, Bangor, their own suc- 
cessors, and B. F. Pease, Cornish, and J. P. 
Bass, Bangor, to fill the other vacancies.

Where timber is low, this fence will be 
found cheaper aad quite as durable, in our 
opinion, as the best barbed wire fence— 
and no damage can come to animals from it. 

We will also mention the best way to 
build this fence with rails from old worm 
fences. The ends of these rails are often 
so defective that bolt holes are likely to 
break out. Insteat, therefore, of using 
bolts, take No. 9 annealed wire and leta 
loop go around the end of the rail. In 
this case, two holes are bored for each rail, 
one 3 inches below the other. The wire is 
twisted together. This wire costs less 
than the bolts, and will last many years. 
This gives a eubstaotial fence, and will be 
found very satisfactory built out of an old 
one. In this way the old fences, on many 
farms, will furnish plenty of material for 
new ones.

In Defense. 





It may be parlimentary for an honorable 
senator to stand in his seat in the Senate 
chamber and characterize the mature de- 
liberations of some of the most careful 
students of the needs of our people, as 
coming from “a set of childish fanatics” 
and as being the work of ‘“moon-struck 
Grangers,” yet it certainly could not be 
called polite, even if it had been true; and 
it may be honestly questioned whether a 
Senator dignifies the prefix which has been 
accorded to his name from the posi- 
tion with which he has been honored 
by applying such terms to the movers 
for the establishment of an experiment 
station in our State for the benefit of 
our agriculture. In characterizing the de- 
liberate and mature conclusions of our in- 
telligent farming community, shown in the 
measure now pending in the Legislature, 
in such terms, is a thrust at the intelligence 
of our people which we fling back to the 
source from which it eminated, as finding 
no application there, nor with our honored 
Governor, who is the representative head 
in the State of the order thus stigmatized, 
and who in his appreciation of the needs of 
the State, has led off in recommending this 
measure in each of two messages to the 
the Legislature, as we!l as on every appro- 
priate public occasion; and, neither, is in 
any sense applicable to the intelligent 
farmers who, through their deliberate con- 
sideration of the matter. saw fit to give ex- 
pression to their convictions. Certainly 
this exhibition of stupid ignorance as to 
the character of those who have enrolled 
themselves as members of the order of 
Patrons of Husbandry, is only another evi- 
dence of the necessity for the work this 
order is doing, and opens up a field for 
missionary work, which they will not be 
likely to overlook. We are not pleased to 
be called upon to refer to so unjust an a’- 
tack, but justice to our farmers and justice 
to our readers, will not allow of its being 
passed by unnoticed. 


MAINE aT NEW ORLEANS. ‘The expo- 
sition is gaining every day,” writes J. B. 
Ham, Maine commissioner at the New Or- 
leans Exposition, under date of Jan. 26th. 
“By the time the Maine folks get along it 
will be a fine show. ‘There are plenty of 
good rooms and good fare for visitors so 
far, and at reasonable rates.

A meeting of the farmers in the Legis- 
lature was held at the Representatives’ Hall, 
State House, Thursday evening last, the 
subject of the discussion being ‘“‘Commer- 
cial Fertilizers and their Inspection.” We 
present to our readers a full report of the 
speeches made : 

Hon. Joseph R. Mears of the Senate, 
called the meeting to order, and said: 

Gentlemen : is isa Legislative Farm- 
ers’ Club. It is not materially different 
from the farmers’ clubs at our homes, and 
this meeting is not materially different 
from the Grange. and other meetings of 
the farmers. And it will be very pleasant 
to have each and all ef you take part in the 
discussion which is to take 
evening. I now have the pleasure of in- 
troducing to you Hon. Z. A. Gilbert. Secre- 
tary of the State Board of Agriculture. 

Mr. Gilbert said : 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: I am 
pleased that the President has seen fit to 
say that this is a meeting without formali- 
ties; for, so far as I am concerned at least, 
I come before you without any prepared 
lecture to be delivered to members of the 
Legislature. 1 come, rather, for the pur- 
pore of talking with you as farmers upon 
some points in connection with commercial 
fertilizers, upon which I find our farmers 
are glad of information and into which 
they are studying in order to secure that 
information. 

‘The use of commercial fertilizers to any 
considerable extent is of recent practice, 
and their consumption in our State and the 
publication of such results as have been 
reached by this consumption are still 
more recent, and have hardly yet reached 
the attention of our farmers. e subject 
is so broad that I can touch upon only a 
few points this evening. Yet I will en- 
deavor to take care that those points are 
such as are of importance to all farmers. 
And that we may begin right, and under- 
stand the subject as we go along, it is well 

h toc e with first principles. 
And the first question for consideration is, 
What is a commercial! fertilizer? 

In our farm practice, we have found that 
our barn manures have not been sufficient 
for our wants. Everywhere throughout 
our State and the New England States, 
there has been a crying want, intensified 
year by year, for more fertilizing material. 
The opinion prevailed that if fertilizers suf- 
ficient cou'd be obtained, the business ope'- 
ations of the farm could be largely extend- 
ed. even on the lands that we are now in 
possession of and carrying on. Hence 
arose a search outside of the stalis and the 
barnverds for fertilizing materisls with 
which to enlarge the rations of the 
farm, and extend the bus of cultiva- 
tion. In searching the world over, it has 
been found that certain substances contain 
fertilizing materials, and these have been 
utilized in this operation. The broad 
world has been searched over for the fer- 
tilizing material which has been used and 
is now found in our barn manures. Even 
the islands of the Pacific yielded us their 
guanoes, and to such an extent were those 
guanoes drawn u that in a few years 
only, the supply was entirely exhausted. 
This was the reward of our first searches 
for commercial fertilizers outside of the 
farm. The mines of Prussia aod of Ger- 
wale to culange vor, serising epenstiens:

The ocean has yielded up its fishes for the 
purpose. From under the beds of the bays 
and the bayous of South Carolina have 
been dug out the phosphate rocks which 
have contributed to our wants. These 
materials then, have become articles of 
commerce. Hence the term, “commercial 
fertilizers,” coming from materials which 
have been sold and bartered in trade and

How do commercial fertilizers act? We 
apply a barn manure to a soil, and the 
moisture of the soil. the rains from the 
clouds, the melting snows, the effects of the 
dews, and also, the solvent powers of the 
materials in the soil act on this nitrogen, 
this phosphoric acid and this potash con- 
tained therein, dissolving it, and it passes 
out into the moisture of the soil in solution, 
and is distributed through the soil. The 
roots of the plant running out into the soil, 
absorb through their fine feeders the mois- 
ture of the svil, taking in with it these fer- 
tilizing materials in solu‘ion, and it is trans- 
into the sap of the plant up to the 
surface of the leaves by atmospheric influ- 
ences, chiefly by the sunlight, and in that 
way it contributes to the growth of the 

Jant. These materials must be in solution 
In order for a plant to obtain them. These 
materials that I bave named must be in the 
soil in order for the plant to obtain them. 
The plants take up through their roots 
these three elements, and they can obtain 
them in no other way. The effect on plant 
growth of these manures applied to the 
soil, come from the nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash, and from no other source. 
But barn manure is valuable to apply to 
soil for the nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
otash there is in it. and practice has said 
‘or no other cause. So a commercial fer- 
tilizer is valuable for just the nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash there is in it, 
for no other reason. These materials 
are what enable us to enrich the soil, as we 
term it, and render it productive. 

I have said that in barn manures these 
materials are found in small per centages. 
An orcinary load of barn manure would 
probably contain not more than thirty-five 
pounds of valuable material, and all the 
rest of that bulk is worthless, so far as 
fertilizing is concerned. Now you see at a 
glance that if there is but little of this ma- 
terial in a fertilizer that that fertilizer can 
do but little good; it cam have but very li’- 
tle effect if only a small amount of this val- 
uable material is in it. If there is much of 
this material in it, it is possible for it to do 
a great deal towards the growth of a crop. 
But unless your barn mapure contains 
these materials it is worth less as an appli- 
cation. Unile-s your commercial fertilizer 
contain these material it isa worthless 
material and not worthy of your attention 
as a purchaser, because you cou'd get lit- 
tle or nothing out of it. And here comes 
in the necessity for inspection ef commer- 
cial fertilizers. . 
It is not possible for man to determine 
whether a commercial fertilizer has wa 
manurial value from any inspection whic! 
he may be able to give it, either through 
handling, through the smell, or through 
the taste. His powers are not up to the 
task of de‘ermiming whether it has any 
value whate\er by any inspection which he 
may be able to give. Hence there has come 
in an attempt to impose upon tbe farmers 
by offering for sale that which contains 
but little viluable material. When guano 
was, first shipped to this country and a 
vessel and cargo would come into New 
York and | at the wharf, a truck 
would take a bag of guano into the ware- 
house, and at the same time amen witha 
barrow would go to a bank and wheel ina 
barrow load of yellow earth of about 
the same color, and the two were placed 
in the warehouse together. No inspec- 
tion had at that time been provided for, and 
there was no possible way of det«cting 
that adulteration by which the weight was 
doubled, and of course no to the 
individual’s carrying the im tion to any 
extent that he saw fit. This being the 
case, it became necessary to institute in- 

jon. If farmers are to buy commer- 
cial fertilizers they want to know whether 
they are buying what they suppose they 
are, and they want to know whether they 
are getting their money’s worth. 

This determination of whether a fertilizer 
contains a valuable material or not, can 
only be determined by analysis. Analysis 
accomplishes for us this, and nothing 
more: It gives us the percentage of con- 
tents. It gives us the percentage of these 
materials which I have named.

No chemist has ever claimed to tell 
whether a fertilizer was valuable to apply 
to a soil or not.

If a manu- 
facturer is going to manufacture woolen 
goods he knows that he cannot go out into 
the market and buy a valuable wool for a) 
trifling price. Now farmers may just as | 
well settle themselves down to the conc'u- 
sion that they cannvut go out into the mar- 
ket and buy a valuable fertilizer for a little 
money.

If you stop and 
look into and investigate that, you will ua- 
derstand it completely; but when I lay 
that down in dollars and cents and say that 
fertilizer is worth $40 and has that value 
in the market, and another one a commer- 
cial value of only $20, you grasp that idea 
at once and have the means of comparison 
easily comprehended, and you are attracted 
toit.

Manufacturers have objected to a valua- 
tion in dollars and cents. We have been 
stoutly contended with in regard to our 
right to represent the contents of ferti- 
lizers by dollars and cents, because, they 
say, it does not do them justice. They 
still want it represented in per centages, 
and nothing more. I know of no reason 
why it should not be represented in that 
way whieh shall be comprehended by the 
farmers the most readily. Hence it is 
placed in dollars and cents. Let me re- 

at. When wesay a commercial fertilizer 
8 worth $40 a ton, it means that the ma- 
terial it contains, bought at retail on the 
market, would cost $40. When we say 
that a fertilizer is worth only $20, that 
means that the material in it, bought on 
the market, would cost only $20, and hence 
that ton of fertilizer is worth but $20. 
But that is not saying anything in regard 
to its agricultural value. You should 
never lose sightof the fact that its agri- 
cultural value always depends upon it con- 
tents.

If you get a fertilizer that is ex- 
tremely woist, containing alarge percentage 
of water, of course you get a large per- 
centage of worthless material, and this 
condition also interferes with its pulveriza- 
tion, and you cannot apply itso well. It 
shouid also be hnely grained that you may 
di-tribute it easily and evenly over the soil. 
A fertilizer concentrated in so small a com- 
pass asa commercial fertilizer is, if it is 
not well distributed over the soil, cannot 
contribute to the growth of the plants 
in that soil. Hence the necessity of i's 
being evenly grained and finely puiv: rized 
in order that the distribution may be easily 
and evenly made. 

There is one point more to which I will 
allude, with which I bave had to contend, 
aud one not fully comprehended by far- 
mers. Interested salesmen represent to 
the furmers that a chemical analysis does 
not represent the value of a fertilizer, the

y Captain Murphy ra visit to 
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Voterinary Medicine. 


Within the past few years a new school 
of medicine has attracted public attention, 
and men having special love for animals, 
have given time and study to thoroughly 
equip themselves to enter the ranks, and 
practice the healing art. To-day we have 
within our borders, many horse doctors, 
but very few veterinary surgeons, and it is 
of this latter class we would write at this 
time. The time has passed for guess work 
to rule in the treatment of our sick or in- 
jured animals. Out of our improved civili- 
zation, there has gradually come more 
charity, and a recognition of the princi- 
ples of humanity. As these ideas have 
grown, the comfort and health of all dumb 
animals have, ina measure, been sought 
Societies for the prevention of cruelty to 
animals have sprung up in all large towns, 
and their work is beiog vigorously carried 
forward. The necessity for scientific know!l- 
edge, which would enable the possessor to 
relieve pain and suffering, led to the estab- 
lishment of schools and colleges where 
special instruction may be given, and the 
pupil thoroughly trained for the work be- 
fore him. These men are always enthu- 
siasts. They love animals, and that love 
leads them to this field of labor. Year 
after year we are growing to realize some- 
thing of the importance of the work upon 
which they are engaged. We are not writ- 
ing this as an advertisement for any per- 
son, but because we would call public 
attention to the subject. As the fact be- 
comes established that these men are thor- 
oughly equipped for their work, there will 
be a growing demand for their services. 

We recognized the value of scientific re- 
search in these firlds, when the cattle from 
Europe brought that terrible disease to our 
very doors last winter. But for this know!- 
edge, Maine could not have escaped with 
the piyment of simply a few thousands of 
dollars. This disease is to-day spreading 
over large tracts of our couvtry, carrying 
death and desolation in its course. The 
hog cholera has caused immense loss in 
many localities, and in our own State has 
swept away large herds. Im the care and 
treatment of our domesticated animals, the 
veterinary surgeon will find his ftleld of 
labor, and it is one which will demand his 
most careful study, and undivided att«n- 
tion. The demand is for students, and 
those willing to devote their best energies. 
for, crowding in on every hand are quacks, 
who with flourish of trumpets try to 
sponge the public, and reap the harvest 
There should be. in our State, in connec- 
tion with some of our institutions of learn- 
ing, a department devoted to this science. 
We should not longer neglect this work 
Our young men should be educated for this 
special line of practice, and our citizens to 
the importance of guarding against all 
contagious diseases, and the steps neces- 
sary to prevent their securing a foothold. 

In the late admirable message of our 
worthy Governor, attention is called to this 
subject, through the suggestion that a State 
veteripary surgeon be appointed. We have 
to-day in this country one veterinary col- 
lege, and connected with five or six othr 
imstitutions are veterinary departments. 
We koow of but two graduates in this 
State, at the present time, and our people 
should be wacchful of whoever they may 
employ, in order that intelligent treatment 
be secured. In a very comprehensive re- 
port made by the committee on education 
to the United Sta'es Veterinary Medical 
Association, we find this subject treated at 
length, and in a most practical manner. 
In this report, they say, ‘the exacting de- 
mand of a nature like Americi, seem hard- 
ly willing yet to find a place for veterinary 
theorists in the ranks, but demand positive 
results with a practical and definite face 
upon them, to find supporters. The branches 
of materia medica and therapeutics, sur- 
gery and obstetrics, anatomy, theory and 
practice for all classes of animals, over 
which we exercise rigid care, are not such 
as can be filled, save only by veterinary 

aduates and practitioners, and each of 

m is wide enough to demand the whole 
labors of individual members.” 

The object of our veterinary schools and 
colleges are clearly defined. They should 
be for the special and thorough training of 
the pupils in their special lines of practice. 
A full course of study of materia medica 
and therapeutics is required, in addition to 
the courses laid down in the two years 
study before graduation. In connection 
with our State College. a deparim: nt should 
be established as soon as the resources of 
the institution will admit, whore our young 
men may have this thorough tra'ning nev- 
essary to fit them to enter the fi-id, and 
e e upon ite duties. The State shou'd 
provide means for the education of any 
and all who desire the comfort gpd health 
of our dumb animals, and are willing to 
give the years of study necessary to suc- 
cessfully and understandingly enter upon 
practice. It is estimated that we have w- 
day about 120,000 000 domestic avimals in 
the United States, and the yearly los by 
death through disease is over 50.000 000 
doliars. To tight against these numbers, 
we have, it is «stimated, about 3900 practi- 
tioners, but —y | about 500 veterinary sur- 
geons. From the ranks of our young men, 
the demand for recruits will be met, and it 
behooves us to so provide means for their 
education, that they enter their work fully 
+ quipped for practice. 

While so much is being done in other 
fields, let us not forget our dumb animals. 
Thousands of dollars have been expended, 
and years of time and study given wo intro- 
duce and perfect the several strains of 
horses, cattle, sheep and swine, for which 
we take just pride. With the increase in 
numbers a methods of breeding, there 
comes a corresponding iacrease in the per- 
centage of accidents, diseased animals, and 
in the importation of stock, increased dan- 
ger f:0m contagious diseases. These condi- 
tions cannot be changed. New blood wil! 
be introduced, and our herds and flocks 
will multiply for man’s ambition and pride 
know no bounds. More than these, we 
are learning the lesson that in the choicest 
bred stock we find the largest per cent. of 
profit. Turn which way we may, and sel- 
fish considerations all point in one direc- 
tion, that of provid'ng means to control 
and check diseases among our animals. 
Humanity may suggest. but pecuniary in- 
terests will direct, and out of these, the de- 
sired results will be forthcoming.
